Uol.snii i'.\pl'c.«.scd .siupii.seal 
thu reiiiai'k» which had just faltcu Irmn 
tho leader of the opposition, flo procucd 
L'd to rooilo the history of tho niattor, 
pointing out that it was perfectly clear 
that, thi^ iilijcct of thu hoii. niuiubcr for 
L'liuii.x was to avoid the voiy thing liu 
professed to sCL,k. 'I'ho tif.sl stop was to 
jilaco a .striiii; of chai'uoH against tho pro- 
aidont of the council upon tiiu notice pa- 
per and /lak for ii Royal Coiiiniisaion, 
which he must havu known it was iinpos 
siblo to obtain. The next stop wjh t<i 
render inopenitivo the simple, inuxpcn 
sivo and busiiiessliko machinery providoci 
by thu house. Fir.st, liy tho opposition re- 
fusing lo act. on ihc connnittou on which 
they weru allowed ocjual reproaontatioii, 
and then coolly donouncing tho conunittee 
as being one-sided .-uid partiztui. Then 
tho aciiLser, who pretoiidctl to be eager 
for an oppin'tuiiity lo substantiate 
tho charges refused to appear before tlml 
counuiltee, upon tlio jiretcnco th.at fair 
play could not bo expected, lie (Mr. 11.) 
refonod to an able artielo on tlio subject, 
which had appeared in an independent 
newspapor, thu Vanoouvur IJerahl, headed | 
"The iiuiii])liruy PiMslo," in which the 1 
wliold "'sifeimtton'" was very 'well do-' 
scribud. As was pointed out in tho article, 
even admitting tho comuiitteo to have 
been a partizsin one, it was bound to re- 
port the evidence to tho house and the 
public buforo which tho evidonco must 
come would be able to jiidgu. Tho very 
fact that tho nieiubur for Coinoi had 
absolutely refused to avail himself of the 
opportunity thus offered proved that he 
could not and never intended to attempt 
to aubslantiato thu cli.'ii'geH. In the evi- 
dence suljiuitted in the c<uniiititec's rc- 
pin t, thuru was a lotler fioin Mr. ,1. C. 
McLagan, one of tho uditois of the Op- 
position ptiper, which relat d an interview 
had with the Hon. Mr. Duiisinuir before 
ho stjirted for Portland. In this inter 
view thu hull, gentleniiin stated tho ex- 
act opposite tu what had boon charged 
against him. Although it would pocuiiiur- 
iy beiielit him, ho hr.d aaid his lovo of 
cruntiy would not allow him to favor 
coinuiurcial union, for it real- 
ly iiioant annoxjition. This letter 
in his (Mr. Il's) opinion carried 
a thousand times greater weight 
than a report -in a -foreign aowspa])cr. 
The hoii. inunibor who had been accuHed 
had stood up in this hou.su and tiatly 
denied tho accusation made, and it was 
the duty of thu house to have accepted 
the denial of the lion, [uusident of the 
council. The siniplo fact wa.s that the 
niomber for Coiuox had phicod these 
cha'-goa on the notice j»per and artfully 
dodged investigation with tho hope (jI 
getting up a political cry .'igainst the gov- 
ernnioiit; but the trick was too ti-ansparent 
to deceive any .sensible pci.son. LUit such 
conduct was such as to call for thu censure 
of thu house, luid lio had no doubt the 
hoiiHu would know bow to vindicate its 
cwn honor, and.roBenb tho contempt east 
upon it by tho riieii)l)or for Coinox in pur- 
suing the courae he had (a|)plan.so). 

Mr. (irant .said that the lion, gentle 
man's coiitontioii at thu present tiiiiu v/Af- 
exactly opposite to that which he |)ut 
forth in the case of the Texada scandal- 
then ho desired a royal coinmiksion. but 
tire Oppqsition did not ask fur a royal 
eoramisaion, but a statutory einiuiry. 
This wa.s the position of the ( )pp(j.silioii, 
and they had douup'red a^'iiiii.sL the ap- 
pointiueiit of a select C(JiiiiniUeo, and the 
ro))ort of tho coiiiniit ti'u proved that the 
Opposition had been coriecL. lludid not 
for an instant stato that thu charges iniidi 
against the hpn, gentleman 'were true, 
but ho idid not think that tho way seloctoo 
by tlio govoninient for tho iMii|tiiry was n 
fair one. Ilu thought the pajier quoted 
by the hon. gentleiiiHii iiiiglil bi 
truly regai'dod ii.s a governiiient organ, 
for tho government patronii'.ed it. The 
resolution covei'ud more ground than tin 
particular report i)ubliHhed in Portlaii' 
pupurs, for it referred to stateinunt.s made 
in divers limes and places. Ilu was uol 
aware of tliuir truth or untruth but cur 
taiiily considored tlmt a statutory euijuii'^ 
was the most deairai)lu way in which to 
place thu hon. gentleman accuHod in his 
right light before the country. 

Hon. Mr. Hunipliiuys claimed that thi' 
remarks of tho hon. leader wore a tissue 
of exaggeration— he wished he might call 
thon\ by a stronger name. Tho aclunl 
position of the caso was this: He hat'i 
niado coftiiin cliarges against tho hon. 
prosidont of the council which had bei'ii 
called by niomheiH opjioaito as oxfn.or- 
dinary. He hud charged that the hon. 
president of tho council had been guin.^ 
of violation of his oath of ollk'o. 

Hon. Mr. Duimnuiir — well, why don't 
you prove tliom'/ (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr, Humphreys said the question 
was whether tho hon, moinbor was guilty 
or not guilty ? Whore lio failed to carry 
out Ilia dut ies aii rucpiiiod by his oath ho 
had violated it «nd it was no hmgor rigllt 
that ho shrjuld bu rutaiiiod in olliuo. He 
(Mr, H,) had deno what, no o'lher nmn in 
the province would have done, Hu had 
done what he considered to be his duty. 
(Derisive laughter). The lion, president 



of the council had dulled hini to utter 
such cliarges outside this house; ho would 
use his position to proceed a;^ainst him for 
libel. Tho hon. attorney-general had fol- 
lowed him and stated that tho "greater 
the truth, thu giuatur tho libel." Ilia 
witnesses umiuired about this, and he liuil 
to tell thorn that they wore not 
privileged as hu was, lie being ii 
ineniber of the house. Ho ci>uld 
not induco his wilneS'ics to come 
before the committee, and thu govurninent 
knew [lerfiu'tly well at the time that thu en- 
ipiiry wiuild tuiii out as it would— a perfect 
farce. The position was that if ho had 
ai;|)eai'ed bel'oru thu conimittuu and if thu. 
president of tliecounoil had alao a|jpuared, 
the hitter's word would havu boon taken 
before his by tho great majority of thu 
members of the liouao, simidy on account 
of thu wealth of that hon." gentleman 
(cries of no, no). Hu had buon in a 
position to have produeud his witnesses 
had tho remarks ho had rofeired to not 
fallen from the piesidont of tlio council 
iind tho acting attorney general (laughter). 
Ho know the statements could bo proved, 
and would have proved them had it not 
boon for the govorninoiit thru its. lie liai 
in Uis hands thu Porthind Ncirs, which 
had an article wliiidt ni.'idu a direct refuta- 
tion and challenged tho hon. president of 
tho council t(j prove what he had stated. 
He would uak pormi.s.sion of the house to 
road tho article. [ This was not grunted.] 
Aft«r a few further remarks the hon. 
member from Ooniox took his seat. 

Hon: Mr. Dunsnniir said that he lm<l 
no doubt that the I'ortl'ind paper got what 
they jjiibli.sheil in g-Hjcl failh hut he had 
not furnished it. Uo knew all about it, 
how they got it. He only wished to say 
that in his own opinion it was a disgrace 
for him to demean himself by answe: ing 
tho hon. member from C'omo.x. The 
latter ■was a disgrace to himself, a diagraco 
to the opfioaition, a disgrace to tho coii- 
stiluency ho representeil, 'oul a disgrace 
to tliu community in which he lived 
(laughter and aiiplause). 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys took exception 
to the language. 

Mr. Speaker said it was not language 
wliioli was pri)i)or, but tho hon. nienibor 
from Coinox had unud language towardb 
iiieiiibei's op|)osile which was far more le- 
preheiisihlo than that just used. Ilu had 
chaiact'crized the govornment aa the moat, 
corrupt- on the face of the earth. Ho 
trusted that all hon. gentlemen would 
exclude remarks of a peraonal nature in 
future. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsniuir said he was sorry 
the languago wjis not i)iulianioiit<u'y in 
character. Why did uot the lion, mem- 
ber from C(jmo.x bring forward his wit- 
iiuaaea and make some eliort to prove his 
allogationa. He knew 'Lhat if ho had 
bi'(ni;,'ht them into a court or this house 
they could not be prosecuted for any ovi- 
duueo yiven unlcaa they perjui-ed them- 
aolvos. The hon. gontlomun had no wit- 
neasos, he had no pro<jf ; ho was simply a 
falsifier. He (Mr. H.) had asked that he 
bu placed side by side with hiin, without 
his wealth. Well, ho could say if thoy 
were eipially placed he. (Mr. D.) could 
speak thu truth and the boti. gontloinan 
could not. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys again took ex- 
ception to tho language of the hon. piesi- 
dont of tho council. Ho claimed that it 
was within liia privilege as a nicnibur of 
the house to call the govorninoiit "the 
most corrupt on tlie face of tho uartli." 
His language If placed side by side with 
remarks of gentlemen opposite wuuld bu 
found to be not so unparliamentary us 
theirs. 

Mr. Speaker said that language had 
been used on both Hides, pnrsoiiiil and un- 
parliainoiitjiry in its character, and ha 
I rusted hon. members in respect to thoin- 
aelves and in respect to the liouso, would 
avoid using any unparliamentary language. 

Hon. Mr. Dunamuir.said-tbat there was 
a libel suit soon to take place,' and he 
would cordially invite tho hon. iiieniber — 
the "hero" from Conioic — to conio for- 
ward and give his evidence; in fact he 
thought he would send hini a Huiniuoiia. 

Hon. Mr. L>avie said that tho iion-up- 
puarance of tho member for Coinox, be- 
fore the committee to support his charges 
was a disgraceful buck-down, and his tie- 
fence of his course, just listened to, waa 
more disgraceful atill. He appeared to 
have forgotten that he had said he 
would not produce the witnossuH lie- 
foro anything but an Imperial court 
of eiupiiry Tho apprehension of 
libel proceedings was transparently un- 
true, based, as the iiieniber for Como.x 
said it was, upon tho old principle "the 
greater the truth the greater the libel." 
As explained upon a previous debate, 
every defamatory publication was a libel, 
but if its author could justify w hat he had 
published no responsibility attached. 
Hvery one who would think for u moment 
iiiUBt know that an absolute privilego ut- 
tAohed to evidence given before a commit- 
tee of the housed Libel Bould only occur 
in reference to something written, or 
printed, and the verbal evidence given 
liofoi'u 'A coiuniitteu or elauwhuro could not 
from the nature ol it bo a libul. Did the 
inumbor for Coiiiox think that any aoli- 
Uiry man 'who had over heard him apeak 
at public meetings, where he invai iablv 
Hurled the wildest slaiidera imaginable, 
would believe that fear of any pioceeding 
in respect of hia utterances would dutor 
him from making good an . accusation if 
there was any chance to do ao. 

Hon. Mr. HumphruyH — I challenge you 
to rufur to a ninglo slanderous word 1 over 
iittuied in or mit of thu house. 

Hi>n. Mr. Daviu — 1 will remind you of 
[ilenty — "Malversation of ollicu" as a]i- 
t-lied to myself, when 1 hold no ofiice. 
liiipoachiiiont, arraigninciit, and diamissul 
from othuo, "inisorablo, contomptible," 
and a choice UBSorttnent of similar Billings- 
gute, as applied to tho whole of tho 
ininistiy, marked the general course of 
the hon. gontleman'a diacouiae. Amon<,'st 
his choice ux|iressions he had the other 
lay, in referring to tho president of tho 
council, said that that gcntleimin was 
"not lit to ho spit upon," (Hear and 
shame.) Aa rouiurked at the time by ono 
of his (Mr. Davie's) constituents, tho 
preatdoht of the council, Mr. Dnnsmnir, 
was not tit to be spit upon, but ho, the 
iiiemher for Couiox, was tit to bo spit uji- 
on, and that's the dilt'erenco lietween tho 
two moil (loud cheers and laughter). 
Why, even if Mr. HiiniplireyB had buon 
afraid of thu consequences of giving his 
evidence before thu conunittee, how easily 
he could have exacted a written indeiniiity 
from the president of thu council for his 
utterances, and how entirely Mr. 
Iluinplireys would have boon the 
master of the situation if Mr. 
DunRinuir had rufuaud to give it. Hu 
(Mr. D.) gave the member for Comox 
credit for better sense than to invent such 
Ii transparently untrue excuse for not at- 
tending the committee. Then the oppo- 
sition blamed tho govoriimont for not tiav- 
ing uppointud u spiicial coiiiiniasion to 
enijuire into tho matter — an ox[)on80 of a 
thousand dollars or nioro. How would 
the govorninoiit justify thumaulvoB to the 
country in inouiring audi an cxj)unH0 in 
enquiring into any of Mr. Humphreys' 
ravagant utterances ? the man who' 
wo lid make such wild and stupid atote- 
.. eats as hoard this iiftornoun. Whore

WASHiNaTON, March 5.— The Soiiato ;vt 
six o'clock this evening released all the 
paper" submitted to-day by the President 
in ruhition to the lisheiy iiituresta be- 
tween Canada and tho Unitud States. 
Tho lutturs of SecreUiry Bayard, tiaiis- 
niittiiig docuiiionta to the Pi-usidunt, 
transfers and elevates tho treaty of 1818 
fr<jni tho obscurity into Hdiich it had buon 
sutfared tu lapse since tho date of that 
cunventiou and its reBtoratioii from the 
practical control of tho minor and local 
utlicials of the Canadian maritime pro- 
vincoa. After referring to the vex.'Uious 
eouriie pursued by Canada ti>w'ai'd 
American lishermeii throughout all 
years, tho sucretary concludes : - 
"It is believed that a remedy is 
practically and fully supplied by the 
treaty how and for the first time since 
1818 a just and joint interpretation is 
agreed to l)y both govurnnieiits and 
placed upon the treaty of 1818, which 
will secure just and hospitable treatment 
to United ytatus tishonuen, and secure 
them unmolested tho full measure of their 
rights, and that under the proposed 
airangumeiit every American fishormaii 
pursuing his vocation in wutora adjaeuir. 
to Briiiali North America can accjuiro a 
clear uudoritandiiig of his right.s and 
duties whilst within thu juriadiolion.'il 
wuturi of Canada and Newfoimdland, and 
that hu may resort to such porta or har- 
bors as casually, tiucua.'jity, or c<Jiivuni 
once may suggdat, without fear of un- 
couiiteriu); such liuish and unfriendly 
treatment as he was heretoforu subjuctud 
to, under uncertain, unwarranted, and 
variathig interpretation of hia treaty 
rights." 

SKURKTAIIV BAYARD'h LE'lTKR. 

On May 31st, 1887, Secretary B.iyard 
addressed a long lotlor to Sir Charles 
Tuppor as follows: " Mv Dkak >Siii 
CllAiiLEH, — In the short intorviuw atl'ordud 
by your viuit I referred to the eiiibai'a.ss- 
nient ariaing out of the gradual and'jirac- 
ticul onianciputiun of Canada from the 
control of tho mother countrj' and the 
consuquent nssuiiiption by that coinuiunity 
of the attributes of autonomy and scpnrute 
sovereignty Hot, however, distinct from 
tho oinpiru of Great Britain. It is evi- 
dent that commercial intercourse between 
the inhabitants of Canada and -thoiw of the 
United States have grown 'iiito too vast 
proportions to bo eypreasod much longur 
by this wordy triangular duel, and more 
direct and responsiblo methods Bhonld be 
resorted to. 1 am conlidont that wo both 
aeuk to attain a just and purnKiiient 
settloment, and there is but one way 
to procure it, and that is by a' straightfor- 
ward agreement on a liberal and status- 
manlike plan of the entire commercial 
relations of the two countries. 1 say 
commercially, becuuba 1 do not prf«i>ose tu 
include, however indirectly, or by an 
intendment, however partial or oblique, 
thu political relations of Canada and thu 
United States, nor to effect' legialativo in- 
dependence of either country. Your visit 
\nd invitatium to negotiate was entirely 
wolcoino, and of thia I endeavor to impress 
you. 1b a conversation with the Presi- 
dent he has confirmed theso views, and it 
now remains to giro them practical efloct. 
Great Britain being only a treaty 
making party to deal with, the United 
States envoys ef that governniont 
alone are authorized to speak in her be- 
half and create hor obligations. It appears 
to 1110 as inattms now stand tho colony of 
Newfoundland ought to bo represented 
and included, for a ainglo arrangement 
»h(juld autlico to regulate all the joint and 
several interests involved. Tho gravity 
of the present condition of afl'uirs between 
our two countries demands entire friink- 
ness. 1 feel that we stand at a parting of 
the ways. In one direction I can see the 
well assured, steady, healthful relation- 
ship, dcToid of {<etty jealousies and tilled 
with .fruits of prosjierity arising out of a 
friendship eemontod by mutual intureata, 
and enduring because based upon justice, 
and on a career of embittered rivalries, 
staining our 'long frontier with lines 
of hostility in which a victory menns thu 
destruction of our adjacent prosperity 
witlunit gain to the prevalent part, a 
mutual physical and moral deterioration 
which ought to be abhorrent to patriots 
on both sides. As an intelligent observer 
of the current of popular sentiment in the 
United States you cannot haTe failed to 
note that a disputed interpretation of the 
treaty of 1818 and the action of Caiiadi.in 
ollicials towards American lishing vesai.ds 
during the past season has caused a greul 
deal of fooling. It behooves those who are 
cliargud with tho safe conduct of the hon- 
or iind interealii of their respective coun- 
tries by every meiwa iii theirpipw^r, sedu- 
lously, to remove all causbs of diffbreiicufl. 
The roundabout manner in which tho 
correapondenco on lisliurios has been 
nocesBarily, porhaiis, conductod ha» 
brought us into tho new lisliing season 
and a period of possible friction is at hand, 
and this admoniBhes us that prom]n, 
action is needed. I am prepared there- 
fore to meet the authorized agonta of 
(ireat Britain at this capittil at the earliest 
possible day and enter upon negotiations 
for the settlement of all diticronces. " 

mil CHARLES TUl'l'EIl's LUITEH. 

.June 10. — Mr. Buyard received a ro- 
])ly from Sir Charles Tupper us follows; 
"My dear Mr. Bayard I had groat ploas- 
iiro in receiving your letter of the 
3lBt, evincing as it does tho 
iuqiortanco wiiioli you attach to an 
aniiuablo adjuscmunt of the (islieries ijuus- 
tion and tho niaintonanco of cordial com- 
moroial relations between the United 
States and Canada undor which such vast 
and mutual bunuticinl results havegrowiiu)).

"SWELLED HEAD" SALMON. 

A Cleveland (Ohio) dispatch states that 
tho health olHor there has discovered a 
startling statu of afFaira in connection with 
the Bale of cjinnod salmon, the uating of 
which has poisoned several families in 
that city. Canned salmon at times genor- 
atuB gasos and bocomoa terribly poison- 
ous. The gas always mukes the top of 
tho can bulge. The lign is a sure one, 
but some uiiseriipulous dealers have a 
way of fixing tho can. Tho cover is 
bored, allowing the gas to escape; then 
t he can is placed in hot wuter antl tlio to^i 
ruHumes its natural shupo. The bore is 
then neatly filled. No one should buy 
canned fruit cr meat without having ex- 
amined the cover in order that they may 
bo sure that it has not been bored. A 
liiix of salmon was shown which has been 
bored sovcrul times to allow tho gas to 
escape. It was probably five or six years 
old, and is undoubtedly putrid.

A Plea lor Aid. 

Michael Davitt writes to the Freeman's 
Journal that sixty of tho inhabitants of 
Arran lalands, on the west coast of Ire? 
land, are utterly destitute and that'imless'^ 
a supply of food is sent to them forthwith" 
they will die fnnn starvation. Nor is 
food; for immediate consumption all that 
is necessary, a supply of seed potatoes 
upon which theso people had depended 
for spring planting, has been entirely ex- 
hausted to keep body and soul ttigether, 
and it is almost as urgent that they should 
have seed for their subsequent mainten- 
ance as that they should have relief for 
their immediate necessities. No such 
depth of misery hus been reached by tlio 
pooplo on the west coast since the dire 
distress of the tiahennun of that rocion 
two years ago. The authorities are aware 
of the state of affairs, but propose, instead 
of raising food and seed for the poor 
creatures, to relieve the most urgent in the 
usual way by sending them to the nearest 
workhouse in Galway and let tho others 
get along as best they can until some- 
thing turna up to better their condition. 
Davitt urges immediate contributiona of 
food, clothing and money wherewith to 
purchaae seed, as absolutely necessary, 
not only to preserve the I' ves of those at 
present distressed, but to prevent the 
prevalent condition of destitution from 
embracing the entire population of the 
Island. 

Navy EnUmalea for 1888. 

Lord George Hamilton, first lord of the 
Admiralty has Issued a statement of 
the navy estimates - for the year 1888, 
which shows a deoreaae of £905,581, tx 
eluding the cost of the Australia sipiau- 
ron, which involved a special expendituro 
of £tK),O0O. The statement asserts that 
the standard of efficiency of the officers 
and men throughout the naval service is 
highly satisfactory. 

BmuggllaK Tobacco. 

Two girls who arrived st Queoiistowii 
from New York by tho steamship Celtic 
were found, on being searched by tho 
customs authorities to-day, to have a con- 
siderablo quantity of Amoriciin tobacco 
concealed in their bustles. The tobacco 
was confiscated by the authorities, and 
the girls compelled to pay a fine before 
being permitted to go free.

Tho member for Comox was severely 
handled m tho House yesterday. Ho can, 
however, blame no one for it but himself. 
Wliatever little influence he may have liaJ 
when ho entered tho House ho has com 
pletely lost and lie is now discredited as 
well in the eyes of the Opposition as the 
Ciovornniont. Ho has efl'ectually succeeded 
in snulling himself out in the few weeks 
the House has been in session. Thu 
ridiculous charge ho brought against thu 
President of the Council, and which still 
drags its vimry length along, never de 
served thb prominence given it in tho 
House by the members of the Op- 
position, from some members of 
which better things were expected 
than to " back up " Mr. Muniphroys 
in his attempt to "get oven" with Mr.

THE AGEiVT-GExNERAL. 

British OoIumbiaV Agent-General loses 
no opportunity to '^vqnce the interests of 
the Proviiieo. Eie would seem to toil 
early and late in the cause he has at heart. 
The Gaiiada Gazette says: "There is no 
feature of recent Canadian progress more 
striking and more gratifying than the 
rapid, but at tho same time substantial, 
development which British Columbia is 
now undergoing. This remarkable devel- 
opment was tho subject of tlio coinprehcii- 
sivo paper which Mr. H. C. Beeton, the 
official representative of the Province, 
read before the Society of Arts last week. 
In the first place, Mr. Beeton gave an 
adequate idea of the pliysical , geography 
and natural.characteristics of the Province 
— its climate, which he rightly described 
as one of its most attractive features; its 
fertile inland valleys; its unbounded 
wealth of minerals and timber; its exten- 
sive natural fishing grounds; its promising 
prospects as a fruit-raising region, and its 
great advantiiges which tho construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway is now 
bringing within the range of modern 
enterprise. Already, Mr. Beetqn was 
able to allow, the Provuice is attracting tlie 
population and capital both of the mother 
land and the United States; and though 
he did not do so, he might, perhaps, have 
added that the prominent part which 
United States enterprise has taken and is 
taking in this present development is 
noteworthy instance of British slowness 
to seize opportunities when they arise and 
turn them to good account. Still, in spite 
of this fact, tile future is, as Mr. Beeton 
says, undoubtedly lirilliant; and, with 
him, wo look forward to tlie time when 
this ' ' England of . t^ie^ Pacific " will bo 
ranked among the foremost of Great Brit- 
ain's possoBsions. There is muohi else in 
Mr. Beoton's paper to which we should 
wished to have drawn attention had spact.' 
permitted. All who feel an interest in 
tho subject should not fail to consult the 
full report of tho meeting whieii appears 
in tho current issue of tho ollieial Jounuil 
uf tilt: ISdC.ictii of Art.'i, For tile present it 
must sullice to roprnduce licre tlie timely 
reference which Mr. Beeton made to the 
British Columbia Crofter emigration pro- 
posal. He said: . 

In this connection I should like to men 
ti(m that my govornmont have, for sonie 
time past, had under their conaidoiatiun 
the question of founding Crofter colonies 
on the coast of tho mainland, on the east 
coast of Vancouver Island, which, if suc- 
cessful, will bo a great boon to tho congested 
districts on tho west of Scotland, and 
likewise in developing the fisheries of 
British Columbia. The proposal, by way 
of a beginning, is to deal with 1,500 
fnmilioB — eijual to G,000 Bonis —each 
family to iiavo 50 or a 100 acres of 
cultivable land, and thus continue their 
old avocations of fishing and farming. As 
these crofters are in un impoverished 
condition,, it will be necessary for the 
local government to advance their pnHHage 
money, and likewise provide food anrl 
shelter until they become self supporting. 
Mr. Alexander Begg, the special connnis- 
sioner deputed last autumn to efl'eot this 
object, lias recently roturiiud to Victoria 
to lay tho result of his mission before the 
local govornmont. He has succooded in 
enlisting the interest and co-operation of 
tlie Homo government, who are willing to 
(ulvanco the necessary fuudii, subject to

tained the [lolice are in possession of 
evidence which will m;i';e a strong case 
against TuwiK-jeml. It soeiiis Ik- bad a 
eoiii|ianioii named >Janies .loliiisoii, wlioin 
ho trusted "not wisely but too well." The 
police tirat suspected this young man and 
accordingly arrested him, when Johnson, 
to save himself, volunteered • to turn in- 
former and, to quote his own words, 
"g.ive the whole snap away." His oli'er 
being accepted, he stated that Townsend 
had entered Mr, Young's residence through 
the scullerj- window, searched the house 
and secured a lot of "stulf," he, the in- 
foriiier, remaining oiitsiite to watch. On 
the night of the rubLiery 'rou iiseiid told 
him that the "stuli'' consisted of two iiairs 
of bracelets, a diamond pin, a pair of cull' 
buttons, two finger rings and a niqikiii 
ring. (Jno of the tingcr rings and a napkin 
ri g he had thrown away as being of no 
value, and the other "stulf" ho expected 
to dispose of for about SliO, if .sold in a 
lump, or for about §100 if sold singly. 
Until suspicion had quieted down he had 
hidden the stolen jewelry in tho old 
cemetery on Quadra .street, and .wlien op- 
portunity ofl'ered would got across tho 
Sound with his booty. Sergt. Slieppard, 
accompanied by Utlicer Robb, visited the 
old cemetery, and after a long and patient 
search found tho jewelry buried in a largo 
yeast powder can in tho south-east cm-ner 
of tlie deserted graveyard. All the missing 
property was -found in the can, 'with the 
exception of the two rings stated to have 
been fully identified by Mr. Young as his 
property. 'rowiiaoud was brought up fur 
o.'caiiiiiiation before tho police magistrate 
yesterday, when tho above facts wore elicit- 
ed, Johnson giving his evidence, however, 
with reluctance, and evidently with a 
desire to incriminate himself as little as 
possible. He spoke in a low, hesit- 
tating tone, weighing every word, an<l 
carefully avoiding to glance at Towiiseml, 
who, from his position in the dock, could 
hardly hoar a word of the evidence, and 
was forced to remark: "Speak out, and 
lot us hear what you've got to say." 

The prisoner is a young man well- 
known in Victoria, and with a bad record. 
He was some years ago, when a mere boy, 
conmiitted for trial on a charge of robbing 
NicholluB and Renouf'a hardware store 
and Geo. Vienna's lish store; liiit escaped 
pnuishment by leaving the province for a 
couple of years. Shortly after his return 
he was again arrested for breaking into 
Mr. Chas. Morton's premises on Govern- 
ment Street, and for this offence was 
seiitencod to three years' imprisonment. 
He only served a little over two years of 
his term, however, being released owing 
to good behaviour while in jiri.son, and 
had only been at liberty u short time 
when ho was locked up on the present 
charge.
